Now is the accepted time for the Repub- 


licans of Bucks county to soy wlie'ber tney 
are in earnest about having a new system of 
nominating candidates adopted 
They will 


need to think and act quickly. On Monday 
afternoon the committee appointed at the 
last county convention to devise a new nom- 
inating system met at the office of Couufy 
Chairman Joseph W. Shelly, but look no 
d« finite action in the matter, adjourning to 
meet at the call of the chairman. The inter- 
vening peiiod should be utilized by Repub- 
licans all over the county to make manifest 
their views upon this very iuiportaut mutter. 
The members of Ihe committee in attendance 
at Momlit.y s meeting were Hugh I) East- 
burn, Hun. Robert M. Yurdley, Uoyleslowu; 
lion. B Frank Gilkesou, Btistol; Amos B. 
Headley, Tullytown ; Evan R. Peurose, 
Qunkerlown ; Christian I. Moyer, Hiiltown, 
and Robert M Rorer, Northampton. Those 
not present were County Chairman Shelly, 
who wns ill; Thomas Y. McCaity, of Nocka- 
nmixon, whose absence was not explained, 
and Joseph R. Comley, of Yurdley, who died 
on Friday last. 


The committee discussed informally the 


various plans suggested, going into the 
Crawford County system at length. 
They 


ulso discussed the delegate system and the 
matter of expense involved in the various 
methods. 
Owing to the absence of the 


members named they decided that it would 
be better to adjourn for a few weeks. 
In 


view of this fact it was also decided to make 
no statement to the public concerning the 
proceedings except the announcement that a 
sub-committee composed ot Messrs. Yardley, 
Eastlmin and Gilkeson had been appointed 
to devise one or more systems to be submit- 
ted to the cjmmittee at its next meeting. 
The party cannot complain of the precautions 
taken by the committee, as there is ample 
time for the members to meet again before 
the County Commit lee assembles, and the 
matter is one requiring careful deliberation, 
but it is evident that the committee was not 
unanimous in regaid 10 what system should 
be adopted. Theie has been a gteat deal of 
talk about the matter, aud much interest was 
evinced here in the proceedings of the com 
uiiuee. 
Throughout the county, however, 


Ihe subject has not been discussed so freely. 
There was a splendid opportunity presented 
lor the various districts to pass resolutions 
upon this matter at the nominating caucuses 
held throughout the county, ma was dune at 
Tullytown. 
The committee would find it of 


great assistance if (here could be a definite 
expression of the views of Ihe party at large 
before the neit meeting takes place.

opposed to a change will not hetitate fo ad- 
vocate their theones, aud if the matter falls 
through the negligence of those interested in 
bringing about a change will be responsible 
for the misfoi tune.

roaJ did not get into the hands of a receiver 
on Sat ui day, but it had a very close call in 
that direction, for a leceiver was named by 
the Court, the order subsequently being re- 
voked. 
The hearing in the equity proceed- 


ing instituted by John B Stevenson, Jr., a 
bondholder, asking for a receiver, took place 
on the day uameJ. Before this matter cume 
up, however, Judge Yerkes handed duirn a 
long opinion in the equity proceeding of the 
preceding week, which was reported in the 
GAZETTE at the lime. This was a petition to 
the Court to restrain the Company from pay- 
ing to William Jenks Fell, ex-Treasurer of 
the Company^ and Thomas F. Deegan, con- 
.traeior, the eurns of $7,800 and"$16,000 re- 
spectively. The bill had be«n filed by Frank 
Weckerly, a stockholder. Judge Yerkes, in 
his opinion, described the attempt of Fell 
and Deegan to have notes executed in their 
favor for the above sums as a fraudulent 
proceeding. 
The Court not only rest i dined 


the Company from executing the notes by a 
perpetual injunction, but put the costs of the 
proceeding upon the defendants, including 
stenographer's fees. 


In the receivership business heard on 


Saturday it was alleged by Mr. Stevenson, 
plaintiff, that the road would be unable to 
meet its obligations as now managed, and 
that much of the litigation that had marked 
the administration of the Company's affairs 
thus far was of a character calculated to 
wreck the road. 
The appointment of a re- 


ceiver was not opposed very strenuously so 
far as surface indications were manifest, bul 
when Judge Yerkes finally announced that 
he would appoint the Doylestown Trust 
Company in that capacity there was a con- 
ference of counsel which ended in a petition 
to the Court to withhold the appointment 
until next Saturday, the Company in the 
meantime to take no action that would inter- 
fere with the present litigation. 
This the 


Couit consented to do, and it is thought that 
matters will be adjusted before that time so 
iliat the appointment of a receiver will be 
unnecessary.

MYSTERIOUS LIGHT AT~SEA. 


Three Steauicru Didn't Undenttattd 


It, but the Prince of Monaco Knew. 


The Prince of Monaco has been known 


since 1880 as an enthusiastic student 
of the sea and its various forms of life 
He usually spends his summers in the 
study of oceanographic problems, and 
his cruises have on some occasions been 
extended almost to the coasts of Amer- 
ica. He delivered a lecture before the 
Royal Geographical society in London 
in which he told this incident: 


One afternoon, while in the bay of 


Biscay, he sank the trap in which he 
collected specimens of sea life. It went 
to the bottom in over 12,000 feet of 
water, and as night approached he fas- 
tened to the wire attached to it an elec- 
tric buoy and then stood off a mile or 
BO 
It did not happen to occur to him 


that he was right in the track of steam- 
ers plying between northern Europe 
and the Mediterranean, but ho was re- 
minded of the fact later. 


As he and his 14 sailors were watch- 


ing with a good doal of satisfaction the 
swaying buoy with its brilliant illu- 
mination a steamer's lights came into 
view 
It was soon evident that tho 


steamer was curious to know the moan- 
ing of the illumination, for she altered 
her course and made for the light. She 
knew that no fishing boats came out so 
far from land and 
BO determined to 


solve the mystery. Up she came to 
within a quarter of a mile of tho buoy, 
slowed up tor a minute, and then start- 
ed ahead, perhaps a little disgusted at 
the incident that had lured her several 
miles out of her course. 


She had hardly got away when a sec- 


ond steamer came into view, and she, 
too, bore down upon the lighted buoy. 
The marines on the prince's vessel un- 
derstood by this time that the illumina- 
tion was probably believed to be evi- 
dence of a disaster. Just as the prince's 
steamer was moving up to explain mat- 
ters she was nearly run down by one of 
the large liners in the oriental trade, 
which had also leit her course to render 
what assistance she could. 


The swell was very heavy, and the 


prince feared a collision as the three 
vessels approached the light like moths 
around a candle 
He therefore veered 


off and the other vessels, after standing 
by for a few minutes, wont on their 
way and probably never learned the 
cause of that night's illumination at 
sea 


But the incident gave the prince a 


pointer 
He carefully refrained there- 


after from exhibiting his electric buoy 
on any of the much traveled ocean 
routes.—New York Sun 


Vog In Photography. 


One serious and at the some time un- 


suspected source of fog in photography 
ia often dne to tbo fact that the black- 
ing has eligbtly worn off the lens 
mount and there is a reflection which 
results in a loss of brilliancy in the 
negative. 
Constant use and endless 


denning of the lens in time wear the 
blacking off, and tbie should be attend- 
ed to and all metal parts kept well 
blacked. Where lenses are mounted in 
aluminium still more care is necessary 
in this respect, as, wherever in euoh 
oases the blacking wears off, white light 
instead of yellow light is reflected into 
the lens. 


Sometimes diaphragms of the 
frin 


pattern are greatly at fault in this re- 
spect. By reason of its construction the 
leaves or vanes in this diaphragm are in 
constant friction while being set, and 
thus become polisbed and reflective, foi 
which reason some photographers avoid 
having iris diaphragms in their lenses, 
notwithstanding their convenience. A 
careful examination of the apparatus 
will insure safety in this matter. Stops 
of the ordinary pattern become in tirn'- 
little better than bare metal, especially 
at the edges of the aperture.

CHAHSINB THE RULES. 


As will be learned by a reference to our 


>oylestown letter in this issue, the commit- 
tee appoinUd to devise • new nominating 
lystem for 1'ucks County met on last Mon- 
day and after a general discussion of the 
merits of various systems in vogue adjourned 
without taking any action in the matter, to 
reimsemble at the call of the chairman. 
Owing to th a fact that there was not a full 
representation of the committee it was 
deemed advisable not to take any final 
action, Tin: committee will in all probability 
be called together in a few weeks. 


The committee has but one distinct mis- 


sion to perform, and that is to prepare a 
draft of oni- or more systems for submission 
to the County Committee, which -will be 
acted upon later by the next convention. 


There is no longer any doubt existing thai 
majority of the Republicans of Bunks are 


anxious to get rid of the crude method of 
making nominations which still prevails in 
this county. The theory of the mass con- 
vention is sound, but in practice it has been 
found to be woefully deficient in the matter 
of giving expression to the will of the people 


bom it was undoubtedly designed to ac- 


commodate. 


There are really but two methods from 


which a choice can be made as a substitute 
for the present antiquated system—the Craw- 
ford and the delegate—each of which per- 
mits various modifications and elaborations. 
The Crawford is founded on the direct vot- 
ing principle and would be the most satis- 
factory if the plurality nominating feature 
can be eliminated. The delegate system is 
too well understood by the voters to require 
any explanation. Both systems have their 
adherents nnd champions and either would 
be a vast improvement over the present 
method. We gather that the only impedi- 
ment in the way of a rec nuoenl .lion by the 
special committee is (he prevailing uncer- 
tainty of the wishes of the party in the mat- 
ter of a choice, therefore we suggest that it 
would be a good plan for every Republican 
in the county who has the welfare of the 
party at heart to address a note to Joseph 
W. Shelly, Esq., Doyleslown, the chairman 
of the committee, slating a preference. 
If 


this is not done in a manner indicating a 
representative decision the committee should 
give the fall convention an opportunity to 
make a choice as between the delegate and 
Crawford County systems. 


It is desired only to give the people an op- 


portunity to have a voioe in a matter that 
deeply concerns them that it is urged that 
the present disfranchising mass convention 
system shall be abolished. It is the pleas- 
ant prerogative of the newspaper til at is con- 
ducted upon correct lines to fight the battles 
of the masses, and it is solely because of the 
fuot that the Republicans of lower Bucks 
County, by reason of a prohibitive system, 
are unable to express a choice in choosing 
candidates for county office that the GAZETTE 
has endeavored to give to this county the 
same privileges enjoyed by the other coun- 
ties of the Commonwealth. The goal is 
nearly reached, and it is sincerely hoped 
that the committee will keep withia clear 
view its duty to serve in a capacity which 
will bring about the greatest good (o the 
greatest number.

QUAY MEN MOLD THE FORT. 


POPULAR FEELISO AROUSED AU.UNST THK KE- 


POBUOAH BOLTERS—ABB B&OCKINQ LEGIS- 
LATION—CON8IDERATIOK OF 1IKEDED AWEO- 
1'KIATIO.NS INTERFEUKD WITH BY BOLTERS. 


(Special Correspondence.1 


Harrlsburgr, F«S>, 1.—There has been 


no material change In the senatorial 
situation. The deadlock continues. It 
is not likely to be broken for some time. 
Conditions, while they are daily becom- 
ing more favorable to the re-election of 
Senator Quay, are not such as to war- 
rant a prediction of an early breaking 
of the deadlock. The contending forces 
are arrayed In solid columns. Though 
there is great discontent 
manifested 


among the people at the blocking of 
the wheels of legislation, the alleged 
Republicans 
who are 
holding 
out 


against the caucus nominee bave up to 
date shown no signs of falling In 
with the wish of a large majority of 
the Republicans of the state. 


That the members of the regular party 


organization do not propose to allow 
the action of the bolters to go unnoticed 
is Indicated by the declarations that 
come every daV from Republican clubs, 
county committees and ward organiza- 
tions In the large cities. Wayne county 
leads off with strong Resolutions which 
must hot have been pleasing to Repre- 
sentative Norton, of that-county, who 
has thus far voted with the bolters. 
Senator Hardenburg, of Wayne county, 
has stood loyally by Senator Quay, 
the caucus nominee, and his course has 
been commended by his party asso- 
ciates. The bolters from Chester coun- 
ty hfive come in for vigorous denuncla- 


on from the Republican city commit- 
ee of Chester, which last week re- 
ledted the officers, who are all Quay 
ten, and adopted ringing resolutions 
•hich declared their belief 
In the 


rinciple that the majority shall rule 
nd that any Republican who expects 


maintain his standing In the party 


rganlzatlon must recognize that idea 
nd support the nominees of all con 
ention or caucus action. Republican 
rganlzatlons In Senator Henry's dis- 
rlct, In Philadelphia, are asking him to 
esign. 
It is not merely a matter of party 
ealty that concerns many who have 
xpressed themselves as heartily sick 
nd tired of the tactics of the bolting 
lepubllcans, but they fear that a con- 
nuatlon of the deadlock means serl- 
us danger to many interests of the 
ommonwealth. These bolters should 
ccept the choice of two-thirds of the 
Republican members for senator, break 
tie deadlock and let the public busl- 
ess proceed. They must be held re- 
ponsible for the obstruction of all 
eglnlation if they do not. There are 
nany matters which should be pressed 


conclusion at once in this leglsla- 


ure. There can be no more important 
ubject than the raising of revenue to 
meet the requirements of the various 
nstitutions which are wholly or par- 
lally maintained by state appropria- 
ions.

Al- 
eady in several counties appeals have 
leen made by the friends of these in- 
tltutions to write to their representa- 
Ives who may be acting with the bolt- 
ers and to urge them to drop factlona 
eeling and turn in for Senator Quay's 
re-election. 


Besides these appropriation matters 
here are several bills of great Impor'- 
ance to the masses in the way of se 
curing revenue from corporations to 
meet the current and special expenses 
of the state.

QUAY MEN CONFIDENT. 


The Quay forces have reason to be 


satisfied with the developments of the 
ast week. While there was no reason 
to make the McCarrell Jury bill a po- 
itlcal or factional issue, the Quay men 
Etood nearly solidly for the bill and suc- 
ceeded in passing it in the senate. When 
the bill came before the house commit- 
tee on Judiciary general, they once 
more scored a victory, and the bill was 
reported to the house with a favorable 
recomendatlon. 


The next move of the anti-Quay He- 


publicans was to get their friends 
among the Democrats to call a caucus 
of the Democratic members of the 
house to make the bill a political meas- 
ure and line up th» Democrats against 
it. There was a regular circus when 
this caucus took up the matter. A dozen 
lusty 
Democrats 
made 
vigorous 


speeches denouncing the attempt to 
work the Democratic party to satisfy 
the revengeful and spiteful feelings of 
a few bolting Republicans.

transfer their votes to an Independent

THE McCARRELL BILL.

The bill now pending in the Legislature 
nown as the McCarrell bill, has been the 
ubject of much criticism and misrepresent- 
ation by the newspapers of Pennsylvania, 
,nd particularly journals receiving advertis- 
ug from John Wanamaker. It is strange 
udeed, that snob a just measure would be 
opposed by any reputable newspaper. Some 
mouths ago when Colonel Martin attempted 
o stand jurors aside in our court thia paper 
:ook occasion then to comment on the in- ' 
uslice accorded the defendant by the vicious 
>ractice of standing aside jurors in mis- 
demeanor cases. It has been resetted to in 
this county for a generation, and it is to be 
hoped that an early passage of the McCurrell 
bill will forever talce the extiaordinafy pow- 
er from the hands of the Commonwealth's 
officers. 


In order to show to our readers the mis- 


chief to be remedied by the McCarrell bill 
we have gone to some trouble and labor in 
getting the name? of sixty Senators and 
Representatives who might have participated 
n the proceedings of the Legislature ou the 
second ballot for United States Senator. We 
'lave taken sixty, because that is the number 
fiom which the district attorney would have 
the right to select in the county of Ltizerne 
in the triul of any criminal cases. At last 
week's session of the criminal courts in this 
county there were six absentees, and to be 
perfectly fair, we will deduct from tlie list 
of the Senators and Representatives herein 
the six marked "a" on panel. This would 
leave in the panel fifty-four jurois. From 
an examination of the records it will be 
shown that on one ballot last week of the 
fifty-four names in the ensuing panel thiriy- 
eight voted for Senator M. S. Quay, an'l 
sixteen were in the ranks of the opposition, 
U is within the power of a district attorney 
to obtain from the fifty-four named herein 
twelve out of any sixteen jurors, tuid if M. 
S. Quay were on trial with a panel of these 
Senators and Representatives, under this 
system, although thirty-eight of them were 
his political friends, he could not get one of 
them on the jury. The district attorney 
with sixteen political friends could select 
the whole jury. 


The law gives to the Commonwealth and 


to the defendant each four peremptory 
challenges. In addition to this it gives the 
Commonwealth the right to stand aside any 
juror whose looks or peculiarities are not sat- 
isfactory to the Commonwealth's officers.

as evidence of his decline in power. 


Senator Penrose did a yoeman's service to 


the administration in bringing about the rat- 
ificalion of the peace treaty. 
The Washing- 


ton coirespondent of the Philadelphia Tinits 
says : 


In giving honor to whom honor is due, it 


must be recorded that much credit is due 
to Senator Peurose, of Pennsylvania, for his 
persistent eflorts iu biingmg to the support 
of the treaty the votes of Senator McLauiin, 
of South Carolina, and Senator Keunv, of 
Delaware.

This unjust law puts it in the hands of a 


district attorney to get any twelve jurors de- 
sired out of fifty-six in a panel of sixty. Why 
should Ihe law give to the Commonwealih 
this unequal advantage? The prosecution 
and the defense should be on an equality, 
and the privilege of standing aside ought 
not to be allowed to either. The defendants, 
as a rule, are poor and without friends, and 
the power of a great State, with its innum- 
erable officers and immense wealth ought to 
be suibcient advantage for the State to have 
over the individual, without giving them the 
privilege of selecting their own jury. 


It is strange that an injustice of this kind 


has so long remained to disgrace the statutes 
of this State. The district attorneys in al- 
most all the courts have recognized that it is 
too much power placed in the hands of the 
Commonwealth's officer, and have discon- 
tinued the practice of standing aside jurors 
in misdemeanors. The Democratic Senators 
anoTRepresentatives have frequently made 
efforts to have the power taken away from 
the district attorneys and put the comnon- 
wealth on an equality with the defendant. 
Governor Pattison recommended it in one of 
bis messages and -his Democratic Attorney 
General took ;t for his theme in addressing 
a law school in Southern Pennsylvania. It 
is a just measure and should receive the 
vote of every Democratic member. It was 
good Democracy under Pattison and it ought 
to be good now. It is" no objection to the 
merits of the bill that the motive that 
prompts its enactment is not good.

Ancient Symholiam of the Glove. 
In the history of dress the position ol 


the glove is unique. There was a time 
when the glove was an emblem of con 
fidenee. Forming .a part of the regal 
habit, it became a badge of rank. In the 
middle agea the ceremony of investiture 
in conferring dignities or bestowing 
landti was consummated by the giving 
of a glove. Likewise, the deprivation 
of gloves was a ceremony of degrada- 
tion. 


Then, too, it was the custom to give 


glovfsin payment of rent, the gloves 
being accepted as a guarantee of a re- 
tainer's service, which was the chief 
condition of tenure. On the Scotch 
border the glove held a high place as a 
gage. Here a glove borne on the point 
of a lance proclaimed an act of perfidy. 
Biting the glove was a sign of hostile 
intent and the usual prelude to a 
quarrel 


Throughout the history of dress they 


are found symbolical of pledges, gages, 
gifts or favors. ' Gloves also form part 
of burial rites and were carried in fu- 
neral processions nntil the middle of the 
eighteenth century. When a maiden 
died, it was the custom to place in the 
center of the garland which was borne 
on her coffin a pair of white gloves—a 
symbol of virginity and innocence.— 
Prank H. Vizetelly in Woman's Home 
Companion. 


Alexander's First Victory In Asia. 
The battle of the Ganicns, of which 


Professor Wheeler gives a vivid descrip- 
tion in The Century, was remarkable 
as showing the military genius of Alex- 
ander the Great at -an early point in 
his career. It resulted in the crushing 
defeat of the Persians, and had been 
planned by Alexander in such a way as 
to leave the Greek mercenaries of Daring 
practically out of the fight When the 
Persians had been driven from the field, 
these mercenaries were rapidly disposed 
of, such as were not slaughtered being 
captured and sent home to slavery. 


The percentage of losses on the win- 


ners' side was as small as in a Spanish- 
American sea fight Alexander buried 
the fow fallen Macedonians with high 
honois and exempted their parents and 
children from the payment of taxes. 
The wounded received his personal at- 
tention. "He went from one to the 
other, looked at their wounds, inquired 
particularly as to how they had been 
received, and allowed them—wkat is 
dear to a soldier's heart, and especially 
to thut of the Greek soldier—'to tell 
iheir tales and brag of their deeds.' 


"Incidents like this," says Professor 


Wheeler, ;'betray in a striking way the 
extent to which Alexander's leadership 
and his empire were a personal thing.''

Hugh Monroe, who for more than 76 years 
had traveled the prairies of tbe northwest, 
told me that onoii he had found a bird's 
neat In the thick hair between the horns 
of a buffalo bull thnt be bad killed.

they were doing this he plucked some of 
the long hair from the forehead to use In 
wiping out his gun. As he reached down 
and grasped tha hair a little bird—a little 
gray bird—flew out from under his hand 
and away. Parting the hair to see whence 
It had come, he found a round, smooth 
nest, containing four little young blrda 
Be could not tell what kind of birds they 
were. 


Some time after, when I was sitting in 


the lodge with my Indian father and elder 
brothOTi, principal chiefs of the Blackfeet, 
I spoke of this tale that had been told ma, 
»nd learned that all who were present had 
heard of lost this thing. On-esta-pokau, 
the Wilte Calf, had known of one ease of 
this kind where the bird was a blackbird, 
but this he had not seen himself. 


Once, however, he did see the nest of a 


mow bird, containing four eggs, between 
the horns of a bull. Inquiry, followed by 
a careful and detailed description, showed 
that the bird which the Biaokfeet call 
snowbird was the prairie chore lark. 


After we had talked about this for some 


time E-kus-kini, the Low Born, said to 
me: "My friend, I will now tell you some- 
thing. Do yon know thatr Neo-po-muhi 
counts the months of winter on his 
tongas?" 


"No," 
I nld, "I know Neo-po-mnkl, 


bnt I do not know what you mean by 
counting the months of 'winter on his 
tonguo." 


1' This is 1»," said Low Horn. "In spring 


If 7011 kill one and open his mouth and 
lift un his tongue yon will find under the 
tpngno five other tongnei, one tongue for 
each month of the winter. In the fall he 
does not have these extra tongues. I do 
not know why he has them nor what it 
meant."

tt«tirement of Km. E. O. Pepper C»«- 
•>l<lere<l a Great liOnm to Thr( Sport*. 


The retirement of Mrs. Ella Offutt 


Pepper from the turf, after one of the 
most brilliant seasons of success ever 
"scored by a Kentucky devotee of the 
thoroughbred, is considered a great loss 
to turf sports. She had one of the besl 
stables out the past season. She placed 
the horses in the hands of that astute 
turfman and trainer, H. Eugene Leigh 
and his successful preparation and se^ 
lection of jockeys, coupled with his skill 
in placing the horses in company thej 
could defeat, won for Mrs. Pepper large 
sums of money in stakes and purses and 
in bets with the bookmakers. Stories 
are told of big amounts being: wagered 
on single events, and it is said that on 
one race Mrs. Pepper won besides the 
purse something like §8,000 from the 
layers of odds. When the season was 
over, many of her friends advised her 
to keep the horses and to race them 
next year, but she declined this advice 
and offered the horses at public outcry. 


She shrewdly saw that the horses 


would bring more money when their 
prestige--was fresh in the minds of pro- 
spective purchasers. Besides, she would 
be taking no li&ka on the horses dying 
or getting out of condition. Then she 
wanted the money for a purpose, and 
that purpose was to assist her husband, 
Colonel James E. Pepper, in again get- 
ting a controlling interest in the distil- 
lery that bears his name. It will be re- 
membered that Colonel Pepper failed 
during the early part of last year, and 
that Mrs. Pepper, who had money in 
her own right, bought in the property, 
including the thoroughbreds. 


Ttfrs. Pepper, who has been the means 


of restoring the colonel to his old posi- 
tion in the distillery, was one of the 
most beautiful women in Kentucky, 
when, as Miss Ella Offutt, she was a 
social favorite in Louisville, Shelby- 
ville, Lexington and other Kentucky 
cities.—Lexington Cor. Chicago Chron- 
icle.

It Will Finally Be Old and the Earth 


a AIuHB of Ice, Say* Profemaor See. 
The theory that the sun is growing 


hotter was advanced by Professor T. J, 
J. See in a lecture on "Sidereal Astron- 
omy" in the Lowell institute course 
at Hnntington hall in Boston the other 
night. 


Professor See said that his interesting 


discovery was founded on a law of na- 
ture as irrevocable as the law of gravi- 
ty, which is that gaseous bodies are 
constantly contracting, and that in con- 
tracting the heat grows fiercer until a 
solid is formed. Then the heat disap- 
pears and the body becomes cold and 
dark. In the distant future, according 
to this theory, the sun will become a 
solid and will then go out, leaving the 
solar system in darkness: 


"Tho heat of the sun is not, as the 


ancients thought, derived from combus- 
tion. If that were so, the solar mass 
would have been consumed long ago. 
The theory that the heat is produced by 
the fall of many meteors into the sun 
cannot be accepted. We must believe 
that the heat of the sun is caused by 
the energy given up by the particles 
under the action of gravity. The dis- 
covery of this fact, while in a measure 
anticipated by several astronomers, haa 
never been practically shown. Their 
work, however, has not detracted from 
my discovery." 


The iiact is, however, the spelter ex- 


plained that in past ages the earth re- 
ceived more beat from the sun than it 
does now. The sun, being larger, gave 
the earth more heat, though it was not 
in itself at such a high temperature. 
Geologists, he believed, were almost 
unanimous in declaring that the heat 
of the earth formerly was greater than 
now. 
When the sun grows cold, the 


earth will become a lifeless, uninhabited 
ball of ice. That will be some millions 
of years hence, however, so there is no 
cause for immediate anxiety.—New 
York Times.

IS NO ACCOUNTING. 


Some Instance «( the Singular Ef- 


fects Prodnc-pil t'non (be Mind .by 
Gating Slcudlt) at a Cry.tiU—For- 
KOtten Incidents Recalled. 
The queer freaks of memory are a 


constant puzzle to those who study 
psychical phenomena. Who has not 
been driven to the verge of distraction 
by the total inability to recall a name 
when an effort was made to do so and 
when the occasion for euch remem- 
brance was past had the missing nams 
flash into the mind apparently of its 
own volition ? 


Great minds have wrestled to find an 


explanation for the pranks that memory 
plays and have had to give up the 
effort. In the course of a systematic at- 
tempt to arrive at some understanding 
with regard to the wonders of memory 
a very valuable and unique body of 
testimony has been obtained. The fol- 
lowing questions have been put to 200 
American university students and pro 
fessional persons, 151 being men and 
40 being women. The answers are here 
given with the questions 


Question 1.—When you cannot recall 


a name you want, does it seem to come 
back spontaneously without being sug- 
gested by any perceived association of 
ideas? To this 11 per cent answered 
"No" and 81 per cent "Yes." 


Question 2. —Does such recovery ever 


come during sleep! To this 17 per cent 
answered "No" and 28 percent "Yes. 


Some examples given1 


1. This morning I tried to recall the 


name of a character I had read of the 
night before in one of Scott's novels and 
failed. I taught a class, and walking 
home in the afternoon all the names re- 
curred to me without effort 


2. I tried to recall the name of a 


book. Gave it up. Half an hour later, 
while talking of something else, blurted 
it out without conscious volition. 


Question 3.—On seeing a sight or 


hearing a sound for the first time, have 
you ever felt that you had seen (or 
heard) the same before? Fifty-nine per 
cent answered "Yes." 


The action of unconscious memory 


during sleep is illustrated by further 
queries 


Question 4. —Do you dream ? Ninety- 


four per cent answered "Yes." 


Question 5. —Can you wake at a given 


hour determined before going to sleep 
without waking up many times before 1 
Fifty-nine per cent answered "Yes.' 
Thirty-one per cent answered "No." 


Question 6. —If you can, how about 


failure? Sixty-nine per cent seldom 
failed; 25 per cent often. 


Question 7. —Do you come direct from 


oblivion into consciousness ? Sixty-four 
per cent answered "Yes" and 16 per 
cent "Gradually " 


Examples 
1. I had to give medicine every two 


hours exactly to my wife 
I am a very 


sound sleeper, but for six weeks I woke 
up every two hours and never missed 
giving the medicine. 


2. I am always awake five minutes 


before the hour I set the alarm. 


8 I had had little sleep for ten days 


and went to bed at 9, asking' to be 
called at midnight. 
I fell asleep at 


once. I rose and dressed as the clock 
stuck 12, and could not believe I haJ 
not been called. 


A strange phenomenon has come to
